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Bassett is a Norman surname, the first to bear it 
peing one of the Scandinavian pirates called "Northmen" 
who ravaged the coasts of England and France for centuries, 
In 911 the current pirate leader,. Rollo,. and his followers 
were granted the territory later known as Normandy in 
return for yielding homage to the French king.. These 
pirates were of several races,. Norse,. Danish,. Angle, Jute, 
or Saxon; but once settled in Normandy they promptly dis- 
missed all recollection of their original Scandinavian 
ancestry and their wives (if any) and took French wives 
and concubines, Not one of their nobles ever thought of 
tracing his lineage from the Jarls and Vikings who play so 
conspicuous a part in Scandinavian history. Forty years 
after the territorial grant to Rollo in 911, even the 
Danish lenguage was almost extinct. in Normandy, and frag- 
ments of historical tradition are all that is left to us. 
(Palgrave, Sir Francis, Deputy Keeper of Her Majesty's 
Public. Records - “History of Normandy and Iingland". ViodieLe 
London, Macmillan, 1851) Figg’ 


The first Bassett of whom there is definite knowledge 
is Osmond Basset, who was recorded in 1050 as living in 
Utica, Normandy, (Racon, William P.-"Ancestry of the Rev. 
William Howe Whittemore... 1905. p.5) His son, Thurstan 
Basset, was Grand Falconer to Duke William of Normandy, 
the Conqueror. The name is spelled variously, Thurstan,. 
Thurstine, Tourstain, or Toustain. Toustain is still a 
common name in both Normandy and Brittany. 


The name of Thurstan, Basset is on all records of the 
Roll of Battle Abbey, that list of the knights who passed 
over from Normandy into England with William the Conqueror 
and fought at Hastings. The knights were listed in pairs 
and there are at least five versions of the list. Thus in 
Brompton's "Chronicle" he gives a "Liste des Conquerants 
d'Angleterre", the 50th pair down being 'Biset et Basset’. 
Hollinshed says “the table containing the following names 
was formerly suspended in the Abbey" and in alphabetical 
order come ‘Basset & Bigot’. Duchesne gives "this ancient 
List of the Conquerors of England, as derived from a 
Charter in Battle Abbey". It is not as full a list as 
Hollinshed's but the 6tn name down in the 'B's' is Basset. 
Leland has two lists in "Collectanea de rebus Britanniesis" 
wnich is edited by. Hearne, In both these the 4th pair 
down are ‘Bardolf et Basset’, 


The following has been copied from various English 
Peerages and volumes of English "Landed Gentry": 

"Basset - 1066, Oct.14, Willian the Conqueror won 
today the battle of Hastings, his grand falconer being 


Thurstine de Basset, From this time the name Bassett has 
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been a notable one in England, It is in the Domesday 
Book and in the Battle Abbey Roll. Thurstine built 
Beaupre Castle near Cowbridge in Glamorgan, Wales, soon 
after the battle of Hastings. It isa "splendid ruin in 
a soot of singular romantic beauty and historic interest," 
It is said that he is the ancestor of all living Bassetts, 
Thurstine's son Lord Ralph Bassett, was Chief Justice of 
Englarid under Henry I (1068-1135), and he was the immediate 
ancestor of the Barons of Bassett of Weldon, of Drayton, 
Sancots, and Stratton, who held unlimited power through 
the Midland counties, 

"In Magna Carta, signed this day, 1215, June 19, at 
Runnymede, there are two Bassetts among the King's 
counsellors, Alan and his brother Thomas, Peter Bassett 
was the biographer of Henry V; while Fulke Bassett, bishop 
of London, was his chamberlain and intimate friend," 


"Basset.=- In the Conqueror's survey, Thurstan, a Nor- 
man, held 6 hides of land in Drayton, Stafford County, and 
this Thurstan, according to Dugdale, was paternal ancestor 
of the several families of Basset which arose to power 
and distinction very shottly after the Conquest, Ralph 
Basset, the illustrious founder of their greatness, is 
said (Ordericus Vitalis) to have been raised by Henry I 
from a lowly condition, and to have been "exalted above 
earls and other eminent men.' True it is he was consti- 
tuted Justice of England and invested with the power of 
sitting in whatever court he pleased, and where he might 
list, for the administration of justice; but it isnot 
equally certain that he was of so humble an origin, for we 
find his son, in the reign of Stephen ‘abounding in wealth 
and creating a strong castle upon some part of his 
Inheritance in Normandy,' The son, having such heritable 
propert, would clearly indicate that the family was of 
importance in the Dukedom prior to the Conquest of England 
and strongly supports the assertion of the Battell Abbey 
Roll that its patriarch in this country came over with the 
Conqueror, It is not of much consequence since Ralph 
Basset required none of the artificial aids of ancestry to 
attain distinction, A law-giver, a statesman and an un- 
sullied judge, he had within himself powers sufficient at 
any period to reach the goal of honour, but particularly 
in the rude age in which he lived. Of his descendants we 
may enumerate the Lords Basset of Weldon, the Lords Basset 
of Drayton, the Lords Basset of Sapcote, the Bassetts of 
Umberleigh in Devon, and the Bassets of Tehidy," 


To which branch of the Bassett family William Bassett 
of Plymouth Colony in America belonged is not known, No 
exact line of descent has been kept for all the numerous 
branches founded over a period of 600 years by younger 
sons, It has been stated that the name Rassett is as com- 
mon in England as Smith is in the United States, Conse-~ 
quently it is not certain where in England William Basset

lived before joining the Pilgrims in Holland, William P, 
Bacon in “Ancestry of Rev,William Howe Whittemore" lists 
William Basset as an armorer or blacksmith of Sandwich, 
in the county of Kent, on the Dover coast; while George F, 
Willison in "Saints and Strangers" lists him as a master 
mason of Bethnal Green, Middlesex, England, However, 
Buel Burdett Bassette (One Bassett Family in America, 
c1906) quotes the following records from the city of 
Leyden, in Holland, which seem to be conclusive evidence, 
(p- 1) “On the 19th of March, 1611, were affianced 
William Bassett, a master mason from Sandwich, Kngland, 
the widdwer of Cecelia Leight, accompanied by Roger Wil- 
gon and William Brewster, his friends, and Margaret 
Butler, a young maid (never before married) from Norwich, 
England, accompanied by Anna Fuller and Rose Leslie, her 
acquaintances, The bride died before the third reading", 
and was buried Avril 9, 1611, as the records of St.Peter's 
Church in Leyden show, 
"1611,° July 29, On the 29th day of July, 1611, were af- 
fianced William Bassett, an Englishman, and widower of 
Cecelia Leight, accompanied by Roger Willson and Edward 
Southworth, his friends, and Margaret Oldhan, a young maid 
from England, accompanied by Wybra Pauties and Elizabeth 
Neil, her acquaintances." On August 13, 1611, the wedding 
bells rang and they were narried, the great John Robinson 
no doubt officiating, There are many who claim that this 
William is the same William who may have started with the 
Speedwell and did come on the Fortune, 1621, but this 
would require him to be born as early as 1590 and made him 
77 at the time of making his will, whereas the language of 
the will does not indicate one so old. Also it is quite 
unusual for one to have twice married and have both wives 
die within ten years without heirs, For these reasons the 
best judgement considers that this Leyden William may have 
been the father of the Fortune passenger. Mr.John 
McIlvene, keen Bassett authority, says that the Sandwich 
Bassetts were of French extraction and that the form of 
spelling 'Bassite' which was early in use in Plymouth 
suggests a French extraction." 


"At Leyden tye Saincts' were busy ordering their 
affairs. As their means were limited, it was obvious that 
all could not go at once, It was therefore decided that 
only the 'yongest and strongest part' should go, and only 
those who really wanted to go came forward as volunteers, 
As the freat majority of the congregation would have to 
come along later, it was agreed that Pastor Robinson should 
remain with them while Ruling Elder Brewster accompanied 
the smaller section," (Saints & Strangers. c1945, p.113) 


"William Bassett left Delft Haven in the ship Speed- 
well july 22, 1620, and went to Southhampton, England, 
with other Pilgrims. There the Mayflower was waiting for 


them and after the Commany was divided between the two 
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vessels they set sail August 5, 1620, The Speedwell was 
found to be leaking and both ships put into Dartmouth for 
revairs and again set sail August 21. The Speedwell 
again began to leak, and with such immigrants as could 
not be accommodated in the Mayflower, about 20 in all, 
including Robert Cushman and William Bassett, returned to 
London." (One Bassett Family in America) 


whether William Bassett remained in England or 
returned to Leyden until the following summer is obscure, 
At all events, the passenger list of the Fortune as 
given in "Saints and Strangers" (p.444) is as follows: 


"Fortune -- of London (55 tons); Thomas Barton, 
master; out of London early July, AM SyZH EP 
arriving Plymouth, Nov.llth, with '355 persons 
to remaine & live in ye plantation, ' 

(9 men, 2 women, 1 ehiid) 
Bassett, William (c1590-1655) -- master mason of 
Bethnal Green, Middlesex, England 
Married, Leyden, 1611, to end wife, Margaret 
Oldham; later married 3rd wife; Purcnaser, 
' 1626; removed to Bridgewater, Mass,, 1649, 
Bassett,Mrs,Elizabeth ------ ies 


Meanwhile, at Plymouth "as they were making them- 
gelves snug and secure against the cold (1621) an Indian 
messenger carne in one day to report that a tall white 
gail had been sighted off Cape Cod, evidently making for 
Plymouth, Bradford and his council were alarmed, suspect- 
ing that it was a French vessel from the Canadian settle- 
ment far to the north, come to raid the town, The cannon 
on Fort Hill boomed a warning. Standish marshalled his 
force, and ‘every man, yea, boy that could handle a gun 
wag readie.' The vessel hove in sight, heading straight 
for Plymouth, and at length ran up her colors, a white 
ensign bearing the red cross of England, to the amazement 
of the Pilgrims anxiously watching from Fort Hila... she 
proved to be the Fortune of London, Captain Thomas Barton, 
master, a ship of 55 tons, with some 35 passengers on 
board, all in good health, ‘which did a little rejoyce 
them’, The company included a few more from Leyden... 
William Rassett, the much-married master mason, with his 
third wife..." (Saints and Strangers. pe190) 


It is not generally agreed that the Mrs.,Rlizabeth 
Bassett who came on the Fortune was William's 3rd wife. 
Bben P.RBassett of Belfast, Maine, has compiled a genealogy 
of the fanily after careful research, and gives William of 
the Fortune as having but two wives. This is also the 
conclusion of Buel Burdette Bassette. "Some think Elizabe tf 
Bassett arrived in the Fortune with her husband, If not 
ghe probably came in the Ann or the Little James which 
came in 1623, in which case William and Elizabeth probably 
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married on this side, at Plymouth in the same year, for 
their first child was born in 1624, The last child was 
born about 1635 and we do not know how much longer Eliza- 
beth lived, No record was made of it, though it is 
thought by some that she lived until 1650 at least. Some- 
time after 1651 William Bassett takes for a 2nd wife 

Widow Mary Tilden Lapham of Scituate, Her lst husband had 
been Thomas Lapham, whom she -had married March 13, 1639, 
and her father's aame was Nathaniel Tilden, Thomas Lapham 
made a will January 15, 1644, mentioning his wife Mary, 
and children Blizabeth, Mary, Thomas, and Lydia, the will 
by reason of Mary's unfitness to travel not being probated 
until Oct.31, 1651, (One Rassett Family in America, pel) 


William Bassett was a wealthy man for the times, and 
a large land-holder, only four in Plymouth paying a higher 
tax in the year 1633, He had the largest library owned by 
any of the Pilgrims, from which it is inferred that he was 
an educated man, (Banks, Charles Edward - "History of 
Martha's Vineyard, Dukes Co,,Mass." 1925. p.30) Banks 
lists him as a gunsmith and a worker in metals by occupa- 
tion. He is also listed a s a Purchaser by Willison. "A 
monopoly of the colony's trade was granted to Bradford, 
Allerton, and Standish, who were given tne right to choose 
whomsoever they wished to become partners (or tundertakers' 
with them, All else was to be divided, Hach fanily was 
to receive as many shares as it had members, including 
men, women, children and servants... The shareholders were 
called Purchasers", (Saints and Strangers, p.263.) 


In the spring of 1623 "each household was granted a 
tract commensurate witn its size...33 acres were distribut- 
ed among the 35 who came on tne Fortune, The Mayflower 
croup...lands formed a compact unit along both hanks of 
Town Brook. The acres of the Fortune people lay beyond 
these to the north, Assbenments within these reserved 
areas were made by having ghe planters draw lots. By this 
time the Mayflower and Fortune groups began to call theme 
gelves the Old Comers." (Saints and Strangers. pp 232 & 
257) "1623, William Bassite drew 2 ists acres that lye 
beyond the first brook to the wood westward," ‘This was on 
the west side of Main Street about 400 feet north of Samo- 
set House and was his residence for about 16 years or until 
1637 when he moved to Duxboro. (One Bassett Family) 


"His name is on the earliest list of freemen, made in 
1633; he was a volunteer in the company raised in 1637 to 
assist Massachusetts and Connecticut in the Pequod war; a 
member of the committee of the town of Duxbury to lay out 
bounds, and to decide on the fitness of persons applying 
to become residents; a member of Captain Miles Standish's 
Military Company in 1643; and for 6 vears after his re- 
moval to Duxbury he and Captain Miles Standish were alter- 
nately deputies to General Court." (Otis, Amos - "Geneal- 
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ogical Notes of Barnstable, Mass. Families." 1888, p.45) 


In 1645 the town of Duxbury was granted a plantation 
to the west, 4 miles in each direction from a given center. 
This was divided between 54, who were called the original 
oroprietors; among them were John Alden, Miles Standish, 
William Pradford, William Bassett, William Collier, Con- 
stant Southworth, and Christopher Wadsworth, They paid 
Massasoit for this land 7 coats, a yard and a half in each 
coat; 9 hatchets; 8 hoes; 20 knives; 4 moose skins; and 10 
and one half vards of cotton cloth, -EKach settler had a 
grant of a house lot of 6 ecres, This was incorporated as 
Bridgewater in 1656, The nearest corn mill was at Taunton 
and they often walked there carrying their grists on their 
backs." (One Bassett Family in America) It was at this 
time that William Bassett deeded to his son Nathaniel and 
his son-in-law Peregrine “yhite his lands "lying being and 
Scittuatt upon the south River with all the Emunities and 
privilidges belonging thereunto beth uplands and meddow 
lands unto my two sonnes tnere Living viz Perigrine White 
and Natthaniell Bassett", The deed is dated June 16, 
1656, and he was then "“liveing Att Bridgwater", (Meyflower 
Descendant, vol.10) 


Whether he married his first wife, Elizabeth Tilden, 
in Wngland or Plymouth, she was the mother of his 6 child- 
ren, he having none by his second wife, Mary Tilden Lanham. 
The Library of Cape Cod History and Genealogy, No.85, pub. 
in 1912, under "The Bassett Family of Yarmouth, Mass," 
lists a 7ti child, Jane, who married Thomas Gibbert, but 
gne is not on any other list of William Bassett's children- 
When a division of the cattle of the colony was made in 
1627, the 6th let consisting of "the lesser of the black 
cowes came at first in the Ann, the bigest of the 2 steers 
and 2 shee goats" came to a company of 13 persons, among 
whom were William and Elizabeth Bassett and their children 
Willyam Bassett, Jun'tor, and Elyzabetn Bassett, Jun'r, 


William Bassett died in Bridgewater, Mass,, between 
Avril 3rd when he made his will and May 12th, the date of 
the inventory of his estate which was presented by his 
widow Mary, wno then took the oath required, and in Sept- 
ember, 1667, signed a receipt for it, She lived at least 
until March 28, 1690, when she appears for the last time 
in Bridzewater Records, 
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Bassett Genealogy 


WILLIAM BASSET of Sandwich, County of Kent, England, One 
of the Pilgrims who lived for a time in Leyden, Holland, 
According to Leyden records was a master mason, and was 
twice married; ist to Cecelia Leight, who died before
